How else but as 
a blatant attempt to buy votes for incumbents can we 
explain such gems as a reduction of up to $2,000 in taxes 
of anyone wealthy enough to buy a new house, or an extra 
$50 to everyone on Social Security regardless of other 
income or wealth? The only clear stimulus to production 
- a cut in tax rates for tiny corporations -- will be a big 
boon to incorporated professionals. The rest of the bill, 
unless financed by the printing press, is mainly 
redistributive. We are to pay higher taxes tomorrow, to 
service the debt increase, in order to finance politically 
targeted tax breaks and gimmicks today. And we are to 
do without the houses and other goodies that would 
otherwise have been produced with the savings diverted 
into Treasury securities. 
Looking beyond the next election, which is difficult for 
politicians, the net effect is not a stimulus but a drain on 
the private economy.

And Roberts’ 
implacable champion is none 
other than the old economizer 
himself, Sen.

the printing press, is mainly 
redistributive. We are to pay higher taxes tomorrow, to 
service the debt increase, in order to finance politically 
targeted tax breaks and gimmicks today. And we are to 
do without the houses and other goodies that would 
otherwise have been produced with the savings diverted 
into Treasury securities. 
Looking beyond the next election, which is difficult for 
politicians, the net effect is not a stimulus but a drain on 
the private economy.

Where the ownership of the 
vehicle can be established, the 
railroad personally contacts the 
driver or organization that owns 
the vehicle to point out the 
seriousness of the situation.

requirements.” Yet four months 
later, only eight of the money- 
saving actions had been taken 
while

complete,” the report alleges. 
The study, unusual for its 
blunt language, concludes “ the 
current 
system 
has 
almost 
ceased to function.” And much of 
the blame is laid squarely at 
Roberts’ door, particularly with 
respect to his failures in getting 
units into combat readiness. 
Yet this same Roberts, who 
allegedly helped to waste tens of 
millions of dollars, received the 
Distinguished 
Service 
Medal 
from Callaway. And Roberts’ 
implacable champion is none 
other than the old economizer 
himself, Sen. Strom Thurmond. 
Footnote: We asked Roberts 
for

comments. 
He 
acknowledged there had been 
delays in eliminating money- 
wasting units. But 
he cited 
documents showing other Army 
officers were also responsible 
for the delays. He claimed that 
he had been merely “a nice, 
convenient scapegoat” for the 
Roger report.

3 judge panel 
rules to give 
widowers rights 


NEW YORK (AP) — Widow­ 
ers have the right to the same 
Social Security benefits as wid­ 
ows, a three-judge federal pan­ 
el has ruled. 
The decision Thursday made 
as many as 400,000 surviving 
widowers in the nation eligible 
for benefits for the first time. 
The cost to the government for 
the first year could be as high 
as $333 million, one judge esti­ 
mated. 
The judges threw out a pre­ 
vious requirement that in order 
to receive survivor benefits, the 
widower must have been re­ 
ceiving at least half of his sup­ 
port from his wife at the time 
of her death. 
there is not the slightest 
scintilla of support for the pro­ 
position that working women 
are less concerned about their 
spouses welfare in old age than 
are men,” the judges ruled.

Pamela 
McGuire 
said 
the 
decision 
would be appealed to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
The case was brought by 
Leon Goldfarb, 71, of Queens, 
who retired in July 1971 as 
managing analyst for the U.S.

Goldfarb’s claim was denied 
when he applied for survivor’s 
benefits following the death in 
1968 of his wife Hannah, a pub­ 
lic school teacher for 25 years.

‘ ‘For one thing, there has to be 
enough moisture in the soil to 
germinate soybeans,” he noted, 
“if you
